If the quotation for-
sterling is 100 per cent., then $4.44 4 egual
the pound ; and 160x§4.44 4, is $T.11 (with 2
small fraction)—that is 160 per cent. equals
seven dollars and eleven cents to the pound
sterligg. Various attempts have been made tor
couform the quotations for sterling to the sim-
ple rule of se muuy cents to the pound, but
they have hitherto been unsuceessful. Ne»
other exchenge quotation is so jutricate. In
French exehange “3.507 means that thice
francs and fifty centimes (i e, thire and a
half francs) aze reckened to the doilar, and alf
the other quotations give so many ecents to ¥ix
lar, guilder, or leading mozey pices of the
eonntry which is ramed in the reekoning.—
